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Celtic, tbs moji running I ongiie of the antient 
Gauls. So that when I faid , that tbs Spanish 
'jo as founded upon the Latin , it could be ta- 
ken , as I explain'd it after , in no other Sen fe, 
than the largeft Ingredient of a Compofition is 
often call'd the Bafis or the Foundation of 
it. 

As a Proof of what I advance upon this 
Head, may be alkdfd the great Humber of 
W r rds m each of tbefe Provincial Tongues , 
that have no Aff.nity with the Latin , or with 
any other Speech ; and therefore muf be the 
Retrains of the old Original Tongue of each 
Country , (Ml preferv'J in the Body of the pre- 
fent Language, and pointing out to us the true 
R:ot of it. 

The Rife of the French therefore is due to 
the cU Celtic, blended with the Latin, Go- 
thic, German, &c. And the Learned Father 
Pezron, who has written upon this Subject ^ 
has work'd upon the tnofl promifng Vein in this 
dark Mine, that ever yet was dij cover'd. 

As the Romans piijb'J on their Conquefs in 
Gad, their Tongue kept pace with their Eagles : 
And ’ Steps wore off a great Part of the 
Celtic, and introduc’d an equal Meafure of 
the Latin.

In the more ancient State of it , it. Was more 
loaded with Confonants , and therefore harder , 
at prefent, in the Utterance : Bui now 
many of them are either cafl away , or fupprefs'd 
in the Pronunciation. 

The Local Standard of it is thought to be at 
Blois, where , the Critic ks pretend \ the befl Ac- 
cent and Tone of it prevails . 

As mojl of the Tongues borrow fome Words 
of one another , fo this has taken feveral from 
others , its Neighbours ^ and , among the reft, 
fome from the Englifh } as, Boulingrin, &C. 
As the Englifh has borrow'd a greater Number 
of Terms from the French the Law from the 
Norman French, introducd into our Courts by 
William the Conqueror. So in Gaming , for- 
tification, Sports , the Art Military , Cookery , 
Heraldry , <5Cc. Englilh is very much blended 

with French words ; partly by Intercom fe with 
that Nation j and partly , becaufe roe receiv'd 
the Things or Arts , exprefs'd by thofe Words ; 
and, in Conference, the Words themfehes 
from them. 

Tet after all, it is not fo Copious, as it is Soft : 
Jn this it yields to many , and to the Englifh in 
particular • which , if the Figure that a Tongue 
makes in Poetry , the mofr finifh'd Manner of

if hat diver fifes a Language, is, the diffe- 
rent Sets, and Molds of Words : The former is 


not accountable , either, by Reafon or Hiftory , in 
Words that are undent? d \ and the latter very 
feldom , if ever , from any other Caufe , but the 
Genius, Commerce , and Manner of the People. 

This is applicable,. not only. to ^French, 
but to all other Languages. 

The moft difficult Part of the French, both 

in Writing and Speaking, lies in the Particles , 
which are numerous , and by the Variety in the 
Senfe, Choice and Order , are apt to perplex the 
Learner. The reft of it is eajy and the Syn- 
tax of this , as well as the other Weftern 
Tongues, much the fame with the Latin. 

The DialeSs of it are many j and the fame 
Judgment ought to be given upon them , as up- 
on thofe in the Italian j which fee in my Italian 
Grammar. The Chief of them are. That of Pi- 
cardy, of Jerfey, and Guernfey, which be- 
long'd once to Normandy ; The Provencal, 
whence the Italians fetch'd their Poetry j The 
Gafcon, which has a Gothick Mixture, and 
fame Air of the Eaft, from the Stay of the Goths 
and Saracens in Aquitain : That of Bretagne, 
and of Bern •, which lafi is akin to the Bifcay- 
an, or Bafcuence, {as it is call'd ) the old Spa- 
nifh : The Walloon, and that of Liege, call’d 
by the Inhabitants Romand, as the Spanilh, Ro- 


manza

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rpanza \ which fome think a Proof. \ that the La r 
tin, wifib which, both thefe Tongues fo much 
abounds , ix, rfx we have it in the great eft part , 
rite Roman Dialed of the old Latin Tongue. 

There are feveral other DialeBs of it, accor- 
ding to the feveral Provinces \ and they are all 
better , or coarfer , as the Place of each is more 
or lefs polifo’d, or dijlant from the Local Stan- 
dard. 

There is nothing further to be obferv'd in this 
Place , only , That the Grammar of Mr. Boyer 
is guilty of fame Errors j as. In the Nature of 
Diphthongs. } the Number of Articles j the De- 
finition of Analogy, and Counterchanging the 
Places and Nature of a Colon and Semicolon. 
This is remark’d, not at all to leffen the Chara- 
Ber of that Great Majler of the French Tongue , 
but to prevent a Miftahe in the Ufe of his Gram- 
mar. Add, That his Rules about the Tone in 
Reading , do properly belong to Rhetorick : And 
that Etymology is not ftriBly a Part of Gram- 
mar • fines that is confin’d to treat of the Nature 
andtffe of Words already found out, not the De- 
rivation of them. But it is no Fault to infert 
fome Rules about it in Grammar ; becaufe it af- 
fords a Light , tho' it does not really belong 
to it.
